Under the plan the con¬ 
sumer applies for credit 
which, upon approval, may 
be used as he elects simply 
by writing a chock. In effect 
he borrows against his loan 
as he needs money, and with 
no trips back to the bank. 

The bank will bill the cus¬ 
tomer monthly, calling for 
payments commensurate 
with the amount of credit in 
use.

'California banking, allows 
the user to buj' for cash 
where he chooses and when 
he chooses, to his maximum 
personal advantage. He does 
this through the use of bank 
credit.

Members of the audience 
were predominantly in favor 
of the $1.95 tax rate and, in 
fact, applauded the decision 
of the I3oard. Among those 
speaking in favor were 
Bjarne Goldmann, 451 Crest-

Nobody spoke in opposi¬ 
tion. 

THE NEW RATE, includ¬ 
ing the over-ride which helps 
support recreation and teach¬ 
ers’ retirement, would be 
$2.0693 fbr a three-year pe¬ 
riod. At the end of that time 
either a new ta.x election 
would have to be held or the 
present rate of $1.56, includ¬ 
ing the over-ride, would 
again prevaii. 

Board Memlior Hugh Col¬ 
vin made the motion to in¬ 
crease the rate. It was sec¬ 
onded by Mrs. Nathan Ja¬ 
cobs and approved by Arthur 
Alberston, Mrs. Marrie Casey 
and Board President Ken¬ 
neth Bush. 

If approved, the new rate 
will provide funds to hire 
three additional teachers and 
continue all present func¬ 
tions of the school. In addi¬ 
tion, the school would be 
able to build its reserve 
which has dwindled sharply 
in tlie past few years. 

SOME FACTS pointed out 
by Superintendent Robert E. 
Walker indicate that the 
school system has been op¬ 
erating on a shoe string. 

In 1957-58, for example, 
the tax rate was $1.5211, but 
the school used $18,872 of 
the reserve fund. This is 
equal to about 13 cents per 
$100 of assessed valuation. 

This present school year, 
the Board spent $19,741 from 
the reserve fund, or 12 cents, 
which, in effect, meant the 
school was operating on a 
tax rate of $1.69, not $1.56. 
The school’s reserve is now 
only $6,700. 

In addition, the school must 
pay to Pasadena the equiva¬ 
lent of 30 cents per $100 of 
assessed valuation for the 
education of Sierra Madre’s 
seventh and eighth graders. 
This would leave our system 
$1.65 instead of $1.95 to actu¬

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY

ORDAIN: 

SECTION 1 . Definitions. The 
following words and phrases

“So¬ 
licit" and “solicitation" shall 
mean the request directly or Indi¬ 
rectly of money, pledges, credit, 
property, financial assistance, or 
other thing of value on the plea 
or representation that such mon¬ 
ey. pledge, credit, property, finan¬ 
cial assistance or other thing of 
value will be used for a charitable 
or religious purpose as those pur¬ 
poses are defined In this Ordi¬ 
nance.

(f) The name and address 'of 
the person or persons who will 
be In direct charge of conduct¬ 
ing the solicitation and the 
names of all promoters connect¬ 
ed or to be connected with the 
proposed solicitation; 

(g) An outline of the method 
or methods to be used In con¬ 
ducting the solicitations: 

(h) The time when such solici¬ 
tation shall be made, giving the 
preferred dates for the begin¬ 
ning and ending of such solici¬ 
tation; 

(I) The estimated cost of the 
solicitation; 

(J) The amount of any wages, 
fees, commissions, expenses or 
emoluments to be expended or 
paid to any person In connec¬ 
tion with such solicitations, and 
the names and addresses of all 
such persons; 

(k) A financial statement for 
the last preceding fiscal year of 
any funds collected for chari¬ 
table or religious purposes by the 
applicant, said statement giving 
the amount of money so raised, 
together with the cost of raising 
it. and final distribution thereof; 

(l) A full statement of the 
character and extent of the 
charitable or religious work be¬ 
ing done by the applicant with¬ 
in the City; 

(m) A statement to the effect 
that If a permit Is granted. It 
will not be used or represented 
In any way as an endorsement 
of the City or by anv depart¬ 
ment or officer thereof; 

(n) A list of other cities or 
counties where similar permits 
have been applied for In the 
past two years: 

(o) Such other information as 
may be reasonably required by 
the Administrator in order for 
him to determine the kind and 
character of the proposed solici¬ 
tation ; 

(p) In addition, any applica¬ 
tion for a permit to solicit for 
charitable purposes shall contain 
a statement that the actual cost 
of solicitation will not exceed 
twenty-five per cent of the total 
amount to be raised. 

If, while any application is pend¬ 
ing, or during the term of any 
permit granted thereon, there is 
any change In fact, policy, or 
method that would alter the In¬ 
formation given on the application, : 
the applicant shall notify the Ad- dltlonal 
mlnlstrator in writing thereof 
within twenty-four hours after 
such change. 

SECTION 5. Charitable Solicita¬ 
tions. Application Pee. Any appli¬ 
cation for a permit to solicit for 
charitable purposes shall be ac¬ 
companied by a fee of $5.00 to 
cover the cost of investigation. 

Said fee shall be payable to the 
City Treasurer. Where no investi¬ 
gation Is required to ascertain the 
truth of the farts set forth In the 
application or whether the solici¬ 
tation would be a fraud on the 
public, the fee may be waived. 

SECTION 6 . Investigation by 
Administrator. The Administrator 
shall examine all applications filed 
under Section 4 hereof and shall 
make, or cause to be made, such 
further Investigation of the appli¬ 
cation and the applicant as the 
Administrator shall deem neces¬ 
sary In order for him to determine 
whether or not the statements 
made in the application are true 
and whether or not the solicita¬ 
tion requested would be a fraud 
on the public. Upon request by 
the Administrator, the applicant 
shall make available for Inspec¬ 
tion by the Administrator, or any 
person designated In writing by 
the Administrator, as his repre¬ 
sentative for such purpose, all of 
the applicant’s books, records and 
papers at any reasonable time be¬ 
fore the application Is granted, 
during the time a permit Is In ef¬ 
fect, or after a permit has expired.

Edison Co. Nets $40 Million 


The annual stockholders 
report of Southern California 
Edison Co. for 1958, recently 
disclo.sed earnings on com¬ 
mon stock of $3.70 per share 
on 8,905,908 shares of com¬ 
mon stock outstanding Dec. 
31, 1958, compared with $3.03 
on 8,379,653 shares outstand¬ 
ing at the clo.se of 1957. 

Net income for the year 
was $40,005,407, an increase 
of $8,438,105 from 1957. 

The net income of South¬ 
ern California Edison Co. and 
i t s subsidiary consolidated 
w a s $40,346,940, equivalent 
to $3.74 per share on common 
stock outstanding Dec. 31, 
1958. as compared with net 
income of $31,896,477 or $3.08 
per share in’ 1956. 

Gross revenue of the com¬ 
pany for 1958 increased $37,- 
424,735 or 17 per cent to ,a 


total of $256,243,262. Approx¬ 
imately 70 per cent of the 
increase in revenue was at- 
tributabie to higher rate 
schedules in effect through¬ 
out the year. The balance 
represented a continuing ex¬ 
pansion of requirements for 
electricity in the company’s 
service* area. 

Aided by increased reve¬ 
nues, by near-record water 
conditions on the big Creek- 
San Joaquin River watershed, 
and by the control of costs 
through continuing emphasis 
on effective use of manpow¬ 
er, net income improved 27 
per cent from 1957. 

Edison’s total bill for fed¬ 
eral, state and local taxes in 
1958 amounted to $73,119,089, 
equivalent to 28 cents of each 
dollar of gross revenue. This 
represents an increase of 31 
per cent from the company's 
1957 tax bill.
